SPELLS DISASTER 


Philips League club South Mel- 
bourne Hellas was expected at the 
time we went to Press to lose three 
competition points for playing an un- 
registered player. 

Australian Soccer Federation secretary Brian le 


Fevre said South Melbourne used left back Tony 
Turner in three league matches although: 


® Turner was not cleared by his club or by 
the English Football Association; 

© He was not cleared by the ASF to play in 
Australia and 

© He had not been issued with a registra- 
tion number or a registration card to play in 
the Philips League. 

Mr le Fevre said that as recently as Friday morning, the Eng- 
lish FA had sent the ASF a letter saying that Turner was not 
cleared. 

The cable had been requested: by the ASF to clarify Turner's 
status. 

Mr le Fevre said Tumer's former club, Hedleston United from 
the West Midlands League, had complained directly to the ASF 
and presumably to the English FA about Turner. 

Mrtle Fevre said Hedleston apparently wanted a 1000 pound 
transfer fee for Turner. 

The ASF had a letter delivered to South Melbourne by 
courier last Friday, asking the club to show cause why it 
should not lose the three points it had gained to that 
time. 

The points were for a 1-O win against Sydney Olympic and a 
2-2 draw with Heidelberg. 

Turner was left out of the team that drew 1-1 with Canberra 
last Sunday. 

Mr le Fevre said the PSL management committee was the 
body with the responsibility of taking any action against South 
Melbourne. 

He said that if the ASF considered such action insufficient, it 
had the power to increase the penalty or to impose a penalty 
where none has been imposed, 

Mr le Fevre said it appeared that all Turner had when he 
came to Australia about four months ago was a letter from his 
club saying that the club had cancelled his contract. Mr le Fevre 
said this did not remove the necessity for a proper transfer, a 
clearance from the English FA and issue of a registration 
number and card by the Philips League. 

South Melbourne manager-coach Dave Maclaren said the 
confusion was the result of a “misunderstanding” between 
Turner and Hedieston. 

“There was a private financial agreement between the club 
and the player which apparently had not been met,” Maclaren 
said. 

"That's the reason the club protested to the ASF. However, 
Turner has since spoken to Hedleston officials by phone and the 
problem between the two'has been resolved,” he claimed. 

“South Melboume acted in good faith and if there was 
any difficulty with his clearance, one would think that we 
would have been told soon after he joined us, not at this 
late stage.”’

Covering three of the four walls 
are medals. trophies, pennants, 
photographs, badges and other 
souvenirs collected and won 
during Billy's distinguished soccer 
career 

And after 18 years at the top of 
Victorian club football, plus 
Numerous successful trips into the 
international arena, Billy has an 
impressive collection 

Green Gully Ajax’s recent 
Ampol Cup victory brought much 
satisfaction to Vojtek. in his first 
season as a player/coach. After 
the final against Slavia he skipped 
about boyishly with the 
enthusiasm of a youngster whos 
just won his first trophy 

The truth is. Vojtek now has six 
Ampol Cup winners medals. 
which is easily a record for the 
25-year-old night competition. He 
also has the record of completing 
a hat-trick of Ampo! Cup wins. He 
was with Essendon Croatia when 
that club took out the Ampol Cup 
in 1977 and 78. and of course 
made it three in a row with Ajax 

Success has followed Vojtek 
since he burst into senior soccer 
in 1961. However, Bill maintains 
success doesn't follow a player, 
the player chases it. 

“ive won a lot of medals.” he 
said, “but nothing has come easy. 
Success is a thing you work hard 
for, and you only stay successful if 
you keep working hard. 

“Success is not from being 
lucky either You make your own 
luck by working hard. I've always 
said luck goes with knowledge.” 

Bill can remember winning his 
first trophy in 1959 He was 
awarded the best and fairest 
trophy for Essendon under 13 
team. His brother Jimmy, played 
in the same team, 

In between his 1959 award 
and his most recent success, he 
won two Dockerty Cup winners’ 
medals (once runner-up), a State 
League Cup winners medal, two 
State League championships, an 
Australian Inter-cities Ampo!l Cup 
winners’ medal {twice runner-up) 
and the Bill Fleming Medal for the 
best and fairest in the State 
League

Speaking of six-a-side. Bill has 
achieved success playing with AR 
Split in various tournaments in 
Victoria. Split claims to be the 
uncrowned six-a-side champion 
of Victoria 

It was playing for AR Split he 
discovered Mick Kiarin. the giant 
Ajax defender.

appreciate him. 

“| remember playing in 
Vietnam in 1967 ona rain-soaked 
pitch The conditions didn't suit 
Frank's style. and so he was 
replaced by manfred Sheafer 
Manfred did well and made a 
name for himself, but theres no 
way he could be compared in 
skills to Micic But because of one 
game. Micic was finished as an 
Australian player 

“Micic was a great player, and 
even in the 1974 World Cup finals 
he would have been a valuable 
asset to Australia.’ 

Vojtek is now approaching the 
twilight of his great playing 
career. However, the name Vojtek 
could well be back in the soccer 
headlines before too long. Billy's 
son Damian is four in April, but 
already has been groomed to 
follow his father’s footsteps.

Former club captain Allan Marnoch joined the club from Scotland in 
1964 as a forward and before he retired in 1975 had established 
himself as one of the outstanding defenders and leaders in Australian 
soccer playing many times for the national team. 

He is the only club player to have made more than 200 league 
appearances in the club's history 

John Watkiss. the current Sutherland player coach needs little 
introduction to soccer fans, neither does Ray Baartz 

Watkiss joined the club in 1968 for what was then an Australian 
record transfer fee of $8000 from Apia 

His early days were troubled by injury when most thought the club 
had made a great mistake in outlaying such an amount ofr an injured 
player. 

Of course the critics were silenced in typical VWatkiss style before 
the end of the year when Hakoah won everything with Watkiss one of 
the main reasons for their success . 

Watkiss at national team level was a leading light in Australia's first 
three World Cup campaigns — 1966 1970 and 1974 

Watkiss transferred from the club to Sutherland in 1975 

Ray Baartz played with Hakoah from 1967 till he was tragically 
struck down against Uruguay in the 1974 World Cup warm up match 
at the Sydney Cricket Ground — an incident which prematurely ended 
the still blossoming career of a great player 

| well remember Baartz’ first game for Hakoah for it was against St 
George Baartz had just returned from a@ spell with Manchester United 
to his Newcastle club Adamstown, and Hakoah fost little time in 
signing him 

The previous week Saints had beaten Hakoah 2-0 to win the 1967 
Ampo!l Cup final — prior to signing Baartz 

The following week with Baartz, the same teams met4n the first 
round of the championship — Hakoah won 5-0!! 


Jimmy Mackay, although only with the club for two seasons, 
1973 and 1974. after being transferred from Croatia Melbourne, he 
automatically earns the right in the Hall of Fame. for his historic goal 
against South Korea to get Australia through to the 1974 World Cup 
finals 

That famous boot is still on display in the club, thanks to the 
Australian Soccer Press Association's award to fan Souness {ast year 
as the best under 21 player Mackay’s boot is awarded each year by 
the ASPA). 

Interstate fans would know relatively little of Robert Fekete. 
Fekete played for the club from 1962—1974. 


He was probably the most popular player to appear in the ciub’s 
colours, being a product of the club's active youth policy in those days 
A broken leg brought about premature retirement for this talented 
player 
Mackay and Baartz will be brought from interstate for the gala 
evening. Marnoch. Watkiss and Fekete still reside in Sydney 
Very few clubs honour their stars of the past 
Once their playing days are over they are totally forgotten by clubs.

Former AC Milan coach 
Nereo Rocco, who invented 
the Catenaccio defence sys- 
tem, has died at the age of 66. 

He had been ill for sometime 
with kidney trouble 

Born in Trieste in 1912. Rocco 
made his name as a player just 
before the last war with Napoli, 
scoring 70 goals in 272 
championship matches, playing 
once for the full Italian team (in 
1934 against Greece) and four 
times for the 8 side. 


But it was as 2 coach that he 
earned his fame. Beginning at 
Trieste, which remained his home 
town. in 1947_he passed through 
Treviso on his way to a lengthy 
spell with Padova between 1954 
and 1961 

With catenaccio their shock 
weapon, Rocco brought Padova 
up into Series A before moving to 
Milan in 1961 and beginning the 
famous partnership with Gianni 
Rivera which would endure to the 
end 

All Milan’s great successes In 
the past 20 years were Rocco's. It 
was his tough discipline which 
turned Millan from also-rans into 
champions in 1962 and European 
Cup-winners the following year. 

Significantly his departure in 
that summer of 1963 was soon 
followed by Millan's collapse and 
it was only after his return from a 
four-year stint at Torino in 1967 
that Millan regained both the 
championship and the European 
title. 


Another Cup-winners’ Cup was 


claimed before Rocco moved on 
to Florentina in 1974.

Shepparton City Soccer 
Club‘s move into the Pro- 
visional League third divi- 
sion of the Victorian 
Soccer Federation is seen 
by many as a sensational 
development. 

But Shepparton is actually 
the last of several country 
cities to enter teams in the 
Provisional League with 
Border (Albury-Wodonga), 
Bendigo, Ballarat, Geolong 
and several Gippsland towns 
already well entrenched in 
metropolitan competitions. 

Shepparton City soccer offi- 
cials see the move as one with 
the future in mind rather than 
one for sudden, spectacular 
success, and, although it sho- 
cked many North Eastem 
Soccer League clubs when an- 
nounced, it came after-a long, 
sober appraisal. 

Shepparton City is going 
more towards the senior 
leagues way by appointing 4 
manager, Louis Giuliani, as 
well as reappoint last year’s 
captain coach John Bookless. 

City will go into the Provis- 
ional Leage confident of doing 
well in the long term. 

Last year it did not win the 











NESt Cup nor the pre- 
miership. 
But City was beaten once 


and held to a draw only once,’ 


winning all the rest of its 
matches in the second half of 
the 1978 NESL season. 

City’s only premiership was 
in 1967 in the Murray Goul- 
burn Soccer Federation, pre- 
decessor of the NESL, while 
they were slso grand finalists 
in 1972 against Cobram. 

The club calebrated its 21st 
birthday in November 1977 
and is a well established stable 
and administratively success- 
ful body. 

Having recruited former 
Socceroos Jim Armstrong and 
Jim Mackay, Shepparton City 
also has talented players in 
John Bookless, Dave Theman, 
Denis Macauley, Mark Farrar, 
Vince Lia and Hans Hauwert. 

Club secretary Ted Hogan 
sees somi-professionalism ss 
almost inevitable in the future.
